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Evidence for Peace 


The statement on the war situation by 
Hugh Baillie, president of the United Press, 
which was published exclusively in The 
Bulletin yesterday, was a masterly sum- 
ming up of a mass of informative facts 
which appear to establish the likelihood 
that world war is not immediately immi- 
nent. 

Mr. Baillie, whose experience in 
handling and evaluating news is lengthy 
and profound, comes to the conclusion, 
after an exhaustive scrutiny of the entire 
situation, that Russia is not yet ready for 
all-out war, probably because she has noth- 
ing effective to offer against the atom 
bomb. 

One of the points that impels Mr. 
Baillie to this belief is the present Russian 
insistence upon maintaining a major dis- 
turbance in the Far Hast. 

Obviously, Mr. Baillie implies, Russia 
hopes to focus democratic attention and 
exhaust democratic resources against the 
“bottomless pit” of Asiatic manpower 
while she herself prepares for an eventual 
blow in Europe, 

If she were ready to strike with her 
own divisions and armament, she would 
choose the present moment when the Asia- 


tic distraction is already in full swing 
and before the plans for the co-operative 
defence of Europe are completed and con- 
summated. 

While this carefully considered judg- 
ment does not dispel the threat of war, 
it may be taken as good news in that it 
offers sound reasons for believing that 
world war does not lie in the immediate 
future. 

And this is good news because, if 
Russia needs more time for preparation, 
the western democracies need it no less. 

With President Truman’s proclamation 
of national emergency gearing the United 
States to utmost speed in defence prepara- 
tion and with the defence organization of 
Europe now safely launched under the 
popular leadership of General LEisen- 
hower, a further hope, consistent with the 
spirit of the season, begins to emerge. 

That hope is that the western democ- 
racies may rapidly attain such strength 
that Kussia may never build up sufficient 
assurance to precipitate a world war and 
that aggressive Communism, capable of 
perishing under frustration, may experi- 
ence internal reverses behind the Iron Cur- 
tain before the moment arrives when the 
Kremlin will find it propitious to strike, 


Exhibition’s Auditorium Plans 


A great many more attractive features 
will have to be added to the plans of the 
Exhibition Board for a civic auditorium 
before those plans are enthusiastically re- 
ceived by the general public as a complete 
fulfilment of Edmonton’s auditorium 
needs. 

There is no doubt that the proposal 
for a structure seating 3,500 people and 
offering smaller committee and meeting 
rooms for the use of the public has its 
points. 

There is no doubt, too, that the argu- 
ment offered by the Board that extensive 
parking facilities already exist in the Ex- 
hibition Grounds will add to the plan’s 
merits. 

But there are two major objections 
to the project that have not been answered. 

The first is that the site suggested for 
the auditorium on Exhibition land is not a 
central site and this disadvantage of de- 
centrality is aggravated by the fact that 
the centre of population in Edmonton is 
steadily moving northward and westward. 

Thus, if the suggested location is poor 
now, it will become even poorer in future 
years as the city grows 

The second objection is that the audi- 


torium should not be located for the ex- 
clusive convenience of those who own or 
use motor cars. 

There is a tremendous number of people 
in Edmonton who rely on the transit sys- 
tem for transportation and even a consid- 
erable number of car owners who do not 
choose to expose their vehicles to the haz- 
ards of a crowded public parking place 
after nightfall. 

Certainly the Exhibition Grounds offer 
no great convenience for those who travel 
by transit bus 

The bus loading stations are too far 
from the proposed building. The lighting 
in the grounds is too poor. In inclement 
weather, only a highly superior attraction 
would persuade people to stumble through 
the half light and through the mud or 
snow between auditorium and remote bus 
stops. 

None of these difficulties is insur- 
mountable, The grounds could be better 
lighted. Buses could be routed to the very 
door of the auditorium. 

But until these problems are solved, 
the proposal, interesting as it is, should 
receive very careful consideration before 
the city takes any part in it. 


Must Be Carelessness Somewhere 


The gruesome story of the unfortu- 
nate Edmonton man who “came back to 
life’ while his supposedly dead body was 
being hauled to an undertaker does not 
make pleasant Christmas reading. 

But the public fear of premature burial 
is so real and intense that it is necessary 
to give these grisly facts publicity so that 
errors of this kind can never occur again. 

It appears that this man had been 
given a powerful stimulant in extremis and, 
since the stimulant did not seem to work, 
the attending doctor certified death. 

Then the drug did take effect only be- 
fore the victim was laid upon a mortuary 
slab. 

No actual harm may be done. 

It is true, too, that had the process of 


‘embalming proceeded, there would have 
been not the slightest chance that he would 
have been buried alive. 

Nevertheless the mental effect of re- 
gaining consciousness in a morgue, be- 
sides being a horrible and revolting idea, 
might have been enough to permanently 
derange the mentality of the patient even 
though he eventually recovered his physi- 
cal health. 

It seems to be very clear that “bidies” 
should not be hurried off to undertak- 
ers’ establishments until the most inf: \lible 
tests for life have repeatedly shown nega- 
tive. 

There is clearly an element of careless 
ness here somewhere that cannot be tol- 
erated in a civilized country.

Periodic Examinations 
Urged In Family Cancer 


The question of inheritance of 
cancer is important. Some facts 
on this problem are known and 
some are not, 

There seems to be little doubt 
that cancer is more common in 
some families than in others, 

‘ . though this 
does not mean 
that cancer is 
inherited in the 
strict sense of 
the word. 

Much of what 
we know about 
the inheritance 

al of cancer comes 
Dr. Jordan from studies 
made in mice, The work which 
has been done in mouse cancer 
does not mean that what happens 
to mice will happen in exactly 
the same way to human beings. 

By many careful studies on 
these animals, however, it has 
been found that certain strains 
of mice do develop the qualities 
of inheriting cancer, though this 
is not cancer in general, but only 
a certain kind of cancer, In other 
words, some gtrains of mice are 
likely to develop lung cancer, but 
unlikely to develop breast cancer 
whereas others show just the op- 
posite, 


Mother More 
Important 


The tendency of mice to de 
velop a particular kind of cance, 
is influenced by other things as 
well. In breast cancer, for exaia- 
ple, the mother seems to be more 
importam’ than the father in 
determining the chances of de- 
veloping this condition, The milk 
with which they were fed, aud 


the diet also play some part in 
the development of cancer in 
susceptible mice, 

Now all this is very interesting, 
but what people really want to 
now is the answer to such ques- 
tions as these: “My father and 
grandfather died of cancer—what 
are my chances?” or “My identical 
twin brother has a cancer of the 
stomach—should ! be examined 
for it too?” Quedions such as 
these cannot be enswered with 
absclute certainty. However, the 
second question can be answered 
more accurately than the first. 

identical twins are derived from 
the same sperm and egg, and have 
the same heredity; if cancer de- 
velops in one, therefore, the other 
should be examined and carefully 
watched, Non-identical twins are 
no more likely to develop cancer 
of the game organ at the same 
age than any other brothers or 
sisters 


Don’t Be 
Alarmed 


Cancer in the family history 
such aS was suggested in the 
first question, is not a cause for 
alarm, but merely an indication 
for caution, Inheritance is prob- 
ably not the only factor involved 
in the development of cancer, but 
those who have a strong family 
tendency to this disease should be 
particularly careful to have peri- 
odic examinations which will dis- 
cover anything wrong eariy 
enough for successful treatment. 

This does not mean constant 
worry about cancer, but it does 
mean reasonable caution and 
prompt discovery of any tumor, 
In this way more and more lives 


are being saved,
